The Alianza Nacional de Fuerzas Democraticas in Catalonia and the Conaell 
Nacional de la Democracia Catalana, after a full end sordial exchange of 
opinions, have agreed on the necessity of uniting for the benefit of the 
defense bf Catalan liberties violated by the Franquiet tyramy> 


In the conversations which have preceded this accord, we have found that 
no differences exist between the two bodies, and that, on the other hand, 
we ere united by the same eime, by identical democratic sentiments anda 
by the same will to win in the battle for liberty. 


We know that the Catalan people cannot free themselves from Franco 
without the cooperation of the other peoples of Spain. It is equally 
true, however, that without Cetalan cooperation, the fight in the rest 

of the Peninsula cannot attain its essential end: the destruction of 

the feudal forces which despotically rule the country md the establishment 
of a state in which democratic life is possible, in place of the ruin 

and the poverty which is our lot today. ; 


A common front of all democrats is the weapon necessary to conquer these 
fascist forces which for ten years have despoiled our land. 


Catalonia therefore = as always ~ is closely united with the democratic 
forces which since 1936 have fought against the fasciam which has arisen 
to destroy the Republic and the Stetute. Our people offer themselves 

as the vanguard of democracy and social progress, advocating a Third 
Republic which will mold the State into a federated structure; which 
will achieve the separation of the executive end the judicial powers - 
the guarantee of personal liberties; end which will profoundly change 
the agrarian economy, doing away with the landed estates and giving to 
all farmers the right to the land, and with it, the freedom that will 
bring democracy to the whole Peninsula. . 


In view, therefore, of our common objective, and considering that dis- 
union makes difficult the liberation of Catalonia and of the other 
Spanish peoples, the ANFD in Catalonia and the CNDC agree to csateblish 
themselves in a single united orgenism which will be the directive 
force in the fight against fascism. : 


This organization will be called the "Alianza de lu Democracia Catalana." 


The following points shall determine the structure of the new organization 
and its program of action: 


Spanish Policy of the Alianza de la Democracia Catalane 


i. The ADC wiil join the ASD (of Madrid), in whose national council 
it will be represented by a direct delegate, with a voice and 
vote, pledged to accept and to defend the resolutions which this 
national council may adopt « 


II. As a consequence (of this accord), until the will of the country 
4s consulted, the ANFD will defend, in any pact or political 
agreement, the autonomy of Catalonia. Likewise, the parties and 
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orpanizations which compose the ANF) pledge themselves to advocate, 
in the electoral consultation, a Third Republic which shall be 
federal in structure, separating the executive power from the 
judicial end establishing a full azrarian democracy throughout 
Spain. ;

The ADC accepts the necessity of a pact with the Spanish rightists 
leading to the creation of a provisional government which shall 
orgenize the popular consultation to determine the regime the 
country desires. It believes that this solution is the one most 
likely to secure the recognition end support of the democratic 
nations, fulfilling the conditions expressed in the Tripartite 
Note of 4 March 1946 and in the last resolution approved by the 
UN. 


If the rightists who participate in the establishment of this 
provisional regime refuse to accept the autonomy of Catalonia 
and theregional provisional government which must be its ex-= 
pression, the ADC, in agreement with the ANFD, will direct its 
activity toward the establishment of a de facto situation for 
which recognition by the Central Provisional Government will 
continue to be sought.
